A sociological curve now be- 
ing manifested throughout the 
nation was evidenced In New- 
ton, in recent statistics re- 
leased hy the City Clerk’s of- 
fice. 

The city officials revealed 
that marriages here has been 
decreasing since 1946 and that 
during 1949 they reached the 
lowest cbh, when only 870 
couples filed marriage inten- 
tions, as contrasted with 103.) 
filed in 1947 and 1107 in 1946, 
when the peak point of mar- 
riages of young veterans was 
recorded. 

June brides still dominate 
the marriage picture, the reg- 
istrar declared, regardless of 
the year or vital statistics.

Director of Scotland Royal 
Infirmary Gives Talk Here 


Guest at the Newton Nutri- 
tion Center last week was Miss 
Anna E. Buchan, Senior Dietitian 
and Director of the School of 
Dietetics of the Royal Infirmary 
in Edinburgh, Scotland. Miss 
Buchan, here on a three months’ 
Rockerfeller Foundation sponsor- 
ed, tour of nutrition centers here 
and in Canada, was directed to 
Newton as one of the communi- 
ties most advanced in the field 
of nutrition education. 

In a general comparison of 
methods here and abroad, nutri- 
tionists at the Newton Center 
were astonished at the still 
meager diet of the Scots. Al- 
though Miss Buchan felt that 
the food situation there has defi- 
nitely improved, residents are 
still allowed only 10 pence (ap- 
proximately 8 cents) worth of 
meat each two weeks, one egg 
every two weeks, 1 to 3 ounces 
of cheese weekly, 4 ounces of 
margarine, 2 ounces of butter, 
and 2Vi pints of milk. 

People over there are urged to 
fill up on potatoes and fish as 
much as possible in order to 
fill in the gaps. Their biggest 
diet problems at the clinic, she 
said, are the people whe must 
lose weight and are unable to | 
get enough non-fattening food 
lo keep them from being hungry. 
Special rations are provided for 


what they call the vulnerable 
group — babies, children up to 5 
years of age and pregnant women 
— but as yet, no provision has 
been made for elderly people she 
said. 

Miss Buchan, who was trained 
at Columbia University in New 
York, will return to her work in 
Scotland the latter part of this 
month. Included in her tour 
were stops at Toronto, Michigan, 
New York and Boston.

Helen Kenyon to 
Speak at Local

Miss Helen Kenyon of New 
York City, nationally known 
Congregational Christian lay 
woman and first woman Modera- 
tor of the Genoral Council of 
Congregational Christian Church- 
es, will speak Wednesday after- 
noon, January 11 at the 1 p.m. 
luncheon meeting in the Second 
Congregational Church of West 
Newton. 

The post of Moderator is the 
highest honorary position in the 
power of the Congregational 
Christian Churches to bestow 
upon a member. 

Miss Kenyon was the first 
woman Chairman of the Board 
of Trustees of Vassar College; 
the first woman Chairman of the 
Missions Council of Congrega 
tional Christian Churches and 
now she is the first woman Mod- 
erator of the Congregational 
Christian Churches. 

For years Miss Kenyon has 
been a leader in both local and 
national church work. She was 
a director of the Congregational 
Christian Board of Home Mis- 
sions from 1938-1948. For two 
years she was Chairman of the 
Missions Council, the joint pro- 
motional and educational unit of 
the home and foreign boards of 
her denomination. During the 
past three years Miss Kenyon 
has been especially interested in 
raising funds for the establish- 
ment of new churches in new 
communities, a task which has 
taken her on speaking and pro- 
moting tours from coast to coast.

Newton depositors with ac- 
counts in savings departments of 
the several banks here, as well as 
those in other communities, were 
concerned with the proposal of a 
new tax on savings banks, and 
trust companies with savings de- 
partments, made by State Tax 
Commissioner Long in a bill filed 
Wednesday with the Legislature. 

Long estimated tjie levy, a 
minimum tax of 1-40 of one per- 
cent on deposits, would produce 
$1,000,000 annually, instead of 
the $300,000 now paid under the 
existing tax. 

Last year Governor Devcr 
sought to levy a $2,250,000 tax on 
savings, but his recommendation 
was defeated in one of the ses- 
sion’s major legislative battles. 
This year he has promised no 
new taxes. 

Long said his proposal was 
"not necessarily a revenue meas- 
ure,” but instead a method of re- 
quiring all of the 191 banks of 
this type to pay a tax. At present,

Of U. S. Congress

A local member of the Gen- 
eral Court was among four 
state legislators who recently 
filed bills aimed at amending 
the federal constitution in order 
to effect the distribution of fed- 
eral funds to the various states, 
and also to limit the tax powers j 
of Congress. • 

Rep. Howard Whitemore Jr., 
of Newton Highlands, co-spon- 
sored the resolution with Sen- 
ate President Harris S. Richard- 
son of Winchester, Rep. Charles 
Gibbons of Stoneham, Republi- 
can floor leader, and Rep. Theo- 
dore J. Vaitses of Melrose. 

In this bill a distribution for- 
mula based largely on popula- 
tion is asked, as well as the 
use of a certain percentage of 
federal revenue to pay the na- 
tional debt. 

Rep. Vaitses ' estimated that 
funds allotted to Massachusetts 
would be $262,000,000 under the 
new form of distribution, com- 
pared to the present figure of 
$40,000,000. 

Also included in the resolu- 
tion was a statement to the ef- 
fect that the federal government 
has exceeded "legitimate neces- 
sity" in its taxing power, invad- 
ing the tax sources of the 
states. 

The measure already has been 
adopted by Michigan, but the 
approval of 32 states is neces- 
sary before a constitutional con- 
vention can be called. 

The proposals contained in 
the resolution would then re- 
quire ratification by the legis- 
latures of three-fourths of the 
states.

FINANCE 

The financial condition of the 
City is excellent. The total 
bonded debt of $7,889,000 on Dec- 
ember 31. 1949 figures. $40 12 per 
$1,000 valuation against $54.60 
for a 50 year average. The City 
surplus is conservatively esti- 
mated at $900,000 on December 
31, 1949. During 1949 the Mas- 
sachusetts Mayors’ Association 
and the Selectmen’s Association, 
assisted by the Taxpayers' Asso- 
ciation, and by a resolution 
passed by the Newton Board of 
Aldermen, were successful in 
having a larger amount of accu- 
mulated income tax and corpora- 
tion tax funds held by the State 
released to the cities and towns.

PUBLIC WORKS 
One of the marked changes in 


than Brookline. Never before in 
a comparable period has so great 
a mileage of streets been built, 
reconstructed and resurfaced as 
has occurred since January 1, 
1948. Since that date over 12 
miles of streets have been recon- 
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the City organization has been s tructed, 9 miles of newly ac- 
cepted streets finished, and over 
53 miles of surfaces treated. 
That surface treatment is as im- 
portant to streets as soles are 
to a pair of shoes. 

Much of the complaint in con- 
nection with streets arises from 
unaccepted streets, the condition 
of which is not a responsibility 
of the City. Approximately half 
of the unaccepted streets taken 
over and completed had been 
used from 40 to 50 years prior to 
acceptance. It is hoped that a 
liberal reconstruction program 
will continue as before. 

Real activity has taken place 
at the end of 1949 in connection 
with off-street parking, which 
will be progressively followed 
through in Newton Corner and 
Newton Centre. The need for 
additional entrance and egress 
at Oak Hill Park should promote 
early approval and completion of 
Saw Mill Brook Parkway by the 
Metropolitan District Commis- 
sion. 

Special studies should he made 
of street lighting, which has be- 
come a costly item, efforts being 
made toward economy, efficiency, 
and in the direction of safety. 
The appointment of a Traffic En- 
gineer, sought in previous bud- 
gets, would aid materially in 
such a study. Much improve- 
ment could be expected in light- 
ing, safety and parking problems. 

! The Quabbin Tunnel is near- 
ing completion, as are arrange- 
ments, long under way. to enable 
Newton to take water from the 
Metropolitan District Commis- 
sion. Against an average daily 
use of water of 6,000,000 gallons 
in 1948, during the drought in the 
summer of 1949 consumption 
reached practically 16,000.000 gal- 
lons per day. This required in- 
stallation of a large additional 
main on the south side of the 
City, at a cost of $100,000 to 
maintain pressure in that sec- 
tion. That installation, delayed 
as to pipe on account of the 
steel strike, is expected to be 
completed shortly. Numerous 
other changes in water circula- 
tion have been made. 

OAK HILL PARK 
Only two years ago a large 
, area on the south side of our city 
stood as an indescribably rough 
section, largely the remains of 
an abandoned gravel pit. Today, 
that area, formerly of negligible 
value, has been developed into a 
finished Veterans’ Housing Pro- 
ject, which forms the envy of 
cities and towns well beyond 
j this State. Great credit should 
be given to Carl C. Mullen, com- 
missioner of the Veterans’ Hous- 
ing Department, and to his two 
associates, Warren W. Oliver and 
Fred H. Hawkins, as well as to 
I Edward J. Kivell, clerk of the 
j works, through whose untiring 
efforts the buildings were car- 
ried to an excellent state of com- 
l pletion. 

I During the past two years the 
Veterans’ Service Department 
1 has arranged for military rites 


for 70 World War II veterans, 
whose bodies were returned to 
Newto.i from foreign soil. Great- 
ly increased interest in Memorial 
Day exercises has developed. An 
a< tive demand exists to the end 
that the Memorial Building may 
include a means o; preservation 
of a permanent Honor Roll of the 
citizens participating in World 
War II and that cyclcrama be 
added illustrating the scenes of 
V orld War II and including a 
scope of the Span sh War period. 
Veterans stand ready to assist 
in organizing a permanent Civil 
Defense or Disaster Relief Unit 
tc meet any emergency within 
the city. A special interest exists 
to erect a building nearby to 
house Public Health, Public Wel- 
fare and Veterans’ Services De- 
partments in connection with 
which Federal Funds are avail- 
able. In December of 1949, Nor- 
n.an J. Mitchell succeeded An- 
drew Prior as registrar of Civil 
Service Labor. 

SCHOOLS 

The interest in Newton’s Pub- 
lic Schools is reflected in their 
high total costs. Whereas the 
population has grown 2 K times 
in 50 years, the total school out- 
lay has grown 12 times and the 
cost per pupil to 7 times the cost 
in 1900. In the past 10 years alone 
the birth rate has increased, 44 
percent while the actual number 
of* births increased 81 percent 
from (862 in 1939 to 1558 in 1948). 
Newton’s birth rate figures only 
18 per 1,000 versus a national 
birth rate of 24 per 1,000. In 
addition, we have many new fam- 
ilies from other parts occupy 
ing newly constructed Newton 
homes. 

The city accordingly has made 
substantial progress in the 
school building program. The 
completion in 1948 of the large 
new wing on the Technical High 
School enabled consolidation un- 
der one roof ofMhe various Trade 
School departments. Following 
this, the Williams School, Frank- 
lin School addition, Veterans’ 
Memorial School, and Ward 
School addition were started in 
1949 and will be completed in 
1950, the additions mentioned 
being nearly ready. Plans are 
completed on one other school, 
and are being prepared for three 
additional school buildings. 

The program for improved 
lighting in the schools, and the 
modern treatment of older build- 
ings by the use of the so-called 
Harmon technique of painting 
have attracted the thoughtful 
attention of other school systems 
in New England. The fact that 
attention to the needs of in- 
dividual children and mainten- 
ace of high standards of schol- 
arship, as hailed in Newton Pub- 
lic Schools, is of wide national 
interest, is attested by an ex- 
tended feature article that ap- 
peared in the Saturday Evening 
Post last month. Another nation- 
al publication devoted an im- 
portant article this past sum- 
mer to the city’s efforts through 
the schools to detect and alle- 
viate the handicap of impaired 
hearing in children. 

Attention is called to the res- 
ignation of Dr. Homer W. An- 
derson, who has served ably as 
superintendent of schools, and 
his highly interesting appoint- 
ment to the faculty of the Har- 
vard Graduate School of Educa- 
tion. The immediate appointment 
of Harold B. Gores to succed Dr. 
Anderson as superintendent of 
schools has met with uniform fa- 
vor, and forecasts a high degree 
of cooperation with other branch- 
es of the government. 

HEALTH DEPARTMENT 

During the past two years the 


Health Department has pioneer- 
ed and assumed the leadership in 
many phases of Public Health. 
A’fter investigation of several 
cities, Newton was chosen by the 
United States Public Health 
Service as best for a heart de- 
monstration program, first be- 
cause of the fact that Newton 
ha a full-time, experienced med- 
ical health officer in Dr. Ernest 
M. Morris, and secondly, because 
of the facilities afforded by the 
City of Newton. Under the stim- 
ulus of an elaborate program, 
the Cardiac Clinic at the New- 
ton-Wellcsley Hospital is being 
enlarged to meet local require- 
ments and the highest standards 
of care and treatment. Imme- 
diate future plans include the 
development of a Cardiac Re- 
habilitation program to make as 
many as possible of the patients 
self-supporting. 

This Heart Program is the 
first of its kind ever attempted 
anywhere and another progres- 
sive characteristic added to an 
outstanding Health Department. 
This department has assisted 
ably in steps to prevent continu 
ed pollution of the Charles River 
and it is hoped that very prac- 
tical results will appear in the 
immediate future, so that citiz- 
ens of Newton will soon be able 
to better enjoy the recreational 
facilities of the river. 
ASSESSING 

In the early part of 1948 the 
city suffered the great loss by 
d^ath of the chairman of its 
Board of Assessors, John W. 
Murphy. Mr. Murphy was an 
exemplary public servant who 
had long served with authority 
and had the respect and high re- 
gard not only of our Newton 
citizens, but of those in his field 
of work throughout the State. 
John D. Wright was appointed 
and succeeded Mr. Murphy as 
chairman of the board. 

The total of taxable and non- 
taxable property in Newton is 
now close to $250,000,000. The 
gain in valuations for the past 
two years is $21,972,200, the 
largest in two consecutive years 
on record, due to extensive post- 
war war building operations. 

Considerable irritation devel- 
ops from assessment of personal 
property taxes, which are hand- 
led in accordance with State 
Law. If another source of re- 
venue could be found, the assess- 
ors doubtless would recommend 
It. As the matter is one for leg- 
islative action by the State, 
efforts toward change should fol- 
low that direction. 

I again commend to the Board 
of Aldermen the very serious 
problem of conversion of larger 
type homes into two or more 
apartments under control and 
regulation with regular inspec- 
tions and operation under a cer- 
tificate of occupancy. Concealed, 
illegal occupancy of third floors 
presents constant risks which 
should be effectively eliminated. 

Generally speaking, no ope 
criticizes the tax rate, and ex- 
ceedingly few criticize current 
assessments. All, however, la- 
ment the size of any local tax 
bill so long as they have Federal 
taxes six times as large, for the 
Federal still takes 76 percent of 
the total tax bill compared with 
13 percent for the cities and 
towns. It is well stated that the 
cities and towns, the smallest 
political subdivisions, are nearer 
to the people and the best gov- 
erned. 

PLANNING BOARD 

The Planning Board has served 
effectively in many ways during 
the past 10 years and has been 
especially helpful in its function 
as a long-range planning board 
in influencig flnacial plans of the 
city over the extended future. 
George W. Sweet served efficietly 
as chairman and was succeeded 
in 1948 by John W. Keller. Ralph 
D. Weston was succeeded by 
Theodore H. Oakoy and William 
J. Payne succeded Mr. Sweet as 
a member of the board. A major 
study as to zoning throughout 
the city is being made at pres- 
ent under supervision of Prof- 
essor Frederick J. Adam of 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology. 

LAW DEPARTMENT 

In the middle of 1949 the “dean 
of City Solicitors,” Joseph W 
Bartlett, who had filled that posi 
tion in outstanding reliability 
and widely acknowledgd ability, 
retired from office, and was sue 
ceede by Matt B. Jones, Jr., the 
former assistant city solicitor. 
Mr. Bartlett served the city near- 
ly 30 years and the problem of 


the last few year- called for un- 
tiring effort and responsibilities 
of a constantly expanding na- 
ture. 

CITY CLERK 

With the large growth of. the 
city the multitudinous duties of 
the City Clerk have expanded 
and placed a proportionately 
g’vatcr burden upon this depart- 
i. ent. Despite the efficiency of 
the City Clerk it Is urged that 
capable assistance be added to 
relieve a situation of long stand- 
ing. 

POLICE DEPARTMENT 

The people of the city mourned 
the loss of William P. Mahoney, 
acting Chief of Police in August, 

1948. He was a public servant of 
high reputation and constant de- 
votion. He was succeeded by 
Philip Purcell, the present chief. 
Additional motor vehicles have 
been supplied, involving a re- 
vised method of patrol and pro- 
viding more an better protection 
than ever before. The capture of 
two burglars in July, and two 
more in the- Farlow Hill section 
recently, indicate pr6of of effi- 
ciency. 

The Increase of nearly 50 r /o 
in mileagfe has been made at 
slight additional cost. The De- 
partment has reached full 
strength for the first time since 
World War II. Cruising cars 
today are equipped with fire ex- 
tinguishers, as well as with first 
aid kits and accident equipment. 
Many favorable reports came 
from appreciative citizens. It is 
the intention of the Mayor to 
recommend a five-day week for 
the regular members of the Police 
Force, in connection with which 
change the further recommenda- 
tion will be made that a uni- 
formed force of women be added 
to handle school traffic and re- 
lated duties which have required 
much of the time of the regular 
force. Plans arc being drawn 
for a new Police garage, expected 
to be constructed in 1950. 
SEALER 

Andrew Prior, who served the 
City of Newton from 1903. passed 
on to his reward on October 29, 

1949, having served as Sealer of 
Weights and Measures 41 years, 
with reliability and distinction. 
The City is indebted to J. Frank 
Ahearn, Sealer of the Town of 
Watertown, as an important aid, 
following the death of Mr. Prior, 
and while J. Ellis Bowen is act- 
ing in a temporary capacity. 
There is need that the City pro- 
vide for a Deputy Sealer regu- 
larly, due to the great expansion 
of work in this Department. 

FIRE DEPARTMENT 

Another important change took 
place in the Fire Department 
when Chief John L. Keating re- 
tired on February 5, 1949 due to 
ill health after twenty-seven 
years’ service. He was succeeded 
by John E. Corcoran, the present 
Chief, on May 2, 1949. 

Due to shorter hours and 
greatly expanded membership, 
the expenditures of this Depart- 
ment have increased enormously 
in recent years. In ten years the 
force has more than doubled and 
the cost has increased propor- 
tionately. The Department has 
an excellent reputation for effi- 
cient, painstaking service to the 
public in many ways, and a study 
is being made in the direction of 
increased compensation based 
upon length of service and merit. 
A model new fire station is being 
completed at this time at Oak 
Hill, which will be staffed with 
fourteen additional men. 

PUBLIC BUILDINGS DEPT. 

The Public Buildings Depart- 
ment has carried on with an enor- 
mous expansion of work in con- 
nection with many new dwellings, 
as well as mercantile and indust- 
rial properties during the past 
two years. This Department has 
also carried much responsibility 
in connection with the five new 
schools or additions completed, 
as well as the five additional 
schools for which plans and speci- 
fications are being prepared. 
PUBLIC WELFARE DEPT. 

Throughout the recent rela- 
tively prosperous years the ex- 


penditures of the Public Welfare 
Department have constantly ex- 
panded, and in recent months 
there has been a visible trend 
toward a lessening in the ranks 
of the employed. Today’s total 
outlay is more than double the 
figure of the worst so-called “de- 
pression years” of the thirties. 
The danger of assisting in creat- 
ing dependency is forever pres- 
ent. Although a great portion 
of this expenditure is reimbursed 
to the City by an attractive 
State and Federal subsidy, the 
Board .of Public Welfare is 
thoroughly cognisent of the man- 
datory rules and laws that are 
essentially a part of such a pro- 
gram. Let us hope that we may 
do more than wishful thinking 
in anticipation of the day when 
proper relief may be adminis- 
tered locally, with a spirit of in- 
dependence and understanding, 
untrammeled by the factors of 
so-called social legislation. This 
is one of the many transgressions 
against home rule in cities and 
towns. 

RECREATION DEPARTMENT 

The Recretion Department has 
expanded its facilities and serv- 
ices consistently. The Annual Re- 
port will indicate much growth 
of patronage and appreciation. 
This Department has comprehen- 
sive, aggressive plans for con- 
tinued active development in 
various parts of the City. It is 
definitely planned, following a 
critical inventory of the lands 
held by the Recreation Commis- 
sion, to conclude what part may 
be regarded as surplus area, and 
to secure permission from the 
Legislature to dispose of such 
land now held for recreation pur- 
poses as is unfit or undesirable. 
The proceeds from the sale of 
such land wll be conserved ex- 
pressly for the purpose of pur- 
chasing new areas where districts 
obviously need such facilities. 
The new Newton Playground 
building is planned for construc- 
tion during 1950, as an? recrea- 
tion buildings for the Cold Spring 
and for the Allison Park Play- 
grounds. 

In 1948 Ira N. Conar.t suc- 
ceeded Rev. Richard P. McClin- 
tock, who had rendered outstand- 
ing service as a member of this 
Commission. 

MUNICIPAL RESEARCH 
LIBRARY 

The Municipal Research Lib- 
rary has been in the course of 
organization, the procuring of 
material and equipment during 
the past year, and functioned con- 
stantly to supply information and 
figures not only having to do 
with the City of Newton, but 
many other municipalities.. Such 
information is improving the 
conduct of City business and 
saves much time of others 
throughout the organization. It 
should be borne in mind that 
all connected with the govern- 
ment may seek the assistance and 
develop the use of this staff. 
Gratitude is expressed to Harold 
A. Wooster, City Librarian, for 
his able assistance in this pro- 
ject. 

It is the business of the Direc- 
tor to digest the numerous pub- 
lications of the American Muni- 
cipal Association, the United 
States Conference of Mayors, the 
Cty Managers’ Association, the 
Massachusetts Mayors’ Associa- 
tion, the National Municipal 
League, the Municipal Finance 
officers’ Association, the Amer- 
ican Society for Public Adminis- 
tration and many other organiza- 
tions, including numerous gov- 
ernmental publications. 

Many suggestions for improved 
municipal practice, inclu ding 
economies, and added revenue 
other than that from real estate 
taxes are developed. 

The Director, Harold T. Pils- 
bury, has functioned also in con- 
nection with personnel studies. 
During the past season constant 
attention has been paid to im- 
proving public relations and 
spreading information and news 
of interest to the public. This 
has included weekly broadcasts 
by radio, featuring the various 


departments of the City, for 
which Station WCRB and itfl 
staff are warmly thanked. 
LIBRARY DEPARTMENT 

In the Library Department the 
most important event of 1948 was 
the Survey of the Library and 
its building needs, with a series 
of recommendations by Joseph 
L. Wheeler, a Library expert of 
national reputation. Alterations 
have resulted In better use of 
the first floor of the Main Lib- 
rary building, and plans include 
modernizing the building for the 
advantage of the whole system. 
Completion of alterations, for 
which detailed plans have been 
provided without cost to the City, 
is included In the Buildings De- 
partment budget for 1950. Fur- 
ther plans include a considerable 
addition in front of the presen' 
Main Library. 

ORDINANCES 

Since misuse of sick-leave witi 
pay has become so widespread 
as to become extremely costly 
to the City, I recommend that 
the Sick-Leave Ordinance be re- 
written, and that simultaneously 
the City Physician Ordinance be 
rewritten to provide that a City 
Physician give virtually full time 
to the position, visiting all em- 
ployees claiming sick-leave and 
adding other negessary routine 
provisions. 

Inasmuch as various inequities 
exist in connection with the 
granting of vacations to em- 
ployees, I recommend that the 
Vacation Ordinance be rewritten 
and brought up-to-date. 

It is also the intention of the 
Mayor to recommend the accept- 
ance of the act granting a forty- 
hour week to labor employed by 
the City. This matter is in course 
of preparation by the City Solici- 
tor and the Comptroller and will 
come to the Board of Aldermen 
shortly.

The move was the result of a 33 percent reduction in 
passenger train mileage ordered by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission during the coal shortage emergency. Gen- 
eral Manager Richard G. May of the railroad stated that 
the service cuts were made only after intensive study had 
been made of all the factors involved. Resumption of ser- 
vice, he said, was a matter of coal supply. 

Newton commuters on the Highland Branch had a total 
of 11 trains cut from their schedules and three Riverside 
trains were temporarily eliminated. Other trains affecting 
Newton included Framingham and Worcester locals and 
longer-distance trains which stopped at Newtonville. Ail 
trains on the Newton Lower Falls branch were cancelled.

Compliance of 
Health Laws 
Improved In ‘49

According to Harlan R. Kings- 
bury, chief inspector of the 
Health Department. 130 foun- 
tains, cafes and restaurants 
tested the past year showed a 
compliance of 88 percent com- 
pared with 85 percent compli- 
ance in 1948. Bacteria samples 
were taken of cups, forks, 
spoons and glasses in all of 
the establishments. 

Last year, fountains were the 
highest in compliance with the 
sanitary statutes, restaurants 
j were second and cafes last. 

As a result of the discovery of 
unclean milk bottles in Newton, 
j the department traced the 
source of the trouble to a faulty 
bottle-washing machine in the 
out-of-town plant of a Newton 
milk dealer and the matter was 
I promptly corrected. 


The 1950 March of Dimes gets 
under way in Newton and 
throughout the nation Monday 
and will continue until the end 
i of the month. 

j During that two-week period 
; citizens of Newton, like their 
fellow Americans in all parts of 
the country will help write the 
answer to the threat of polio 
epidemics next summer by pro- 
viding for continued care and 
treatment of polio patients of 
1949 and prior years. 

Terming the 1950 March of 
Dimes the most critical in the 
history of j:he National Founda- 
tion for Infantile Paralysis, 
Francis J Murphy, Campaign 
Director for Newton said that 
the fund-raising machinery is 
all set to launch the greatest 
March of Dimes ever under- 
taken. 

"It is imperative,” Mr. Mur- 
phy said, "that all know the 
seriousness of today’s polio situ- 
ation. More than 40,000 cases 
were reported during 1949, the 
worst polio onslaught in the 
history of the disease in this 
country. In Newton alone, 58 
residents were stricken during 
that period.” 

Citing the high cost of polio. 
Mr. Murphy disclosed that dur- 


ing the height of the recent 
epidemic the National Found- 
ation was spending March of 
Dimes funds at the rate of 
$100,000 per day to pay patient 
bills alone. He said that it is 
estimated 17,000 of those strick- 
en in 1949 will require continued 
^id in 1950, in addition to vic- 
tims from prior years who will 
also need help. So great has 
been the drain he said, that 
j millions of dollars earmarked for 
I emergency assistance have 
I dwindled to the vanishing point. 

1 In order to meet the challenge 
arid to enable the County Chapter 
to continue to provide services 
to polio patients in this and 
other communities volunteers 
are being enlisted from New- 
ton’s civic and fraternal organi- 
zations and from the various 
| villages, Mr. Murphy said.

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Winter Adventure 


Observing tree buds in winter can be adventure. Each 
is a miracle of nature. Each has been packed with care — 
next spring’s flowers and leaves in miniature meticulously 

* folded and sealed. Each contains just enough oxygen and 
moisture to keep alive until the miracle of spring unfolds 
them. 

A mature elm may hold as many as six million buds. 
Yet only a percentage will open. If squirrels eat some, if 
others freeze or are damaged, nature has supplied enough 

* to give a tree full foliage. 

Winter buds are a tree’s diadem. Some are as colorful 
as precious jewels. They come in many forms, unusual 
shapes. But never is one square. The architectural pattern 
of nature is in spirals and ovals. 

Look closely, and winter buds become works of art. 
Som6 contain only flowers ; some hold leaves, still others 
contain both flowers and leaves. 

The flowering dogwood by your door has fat silver-gray 
. .shoe-button-like buds at the ends of twigs. These are next 
spring’s flowers. Now observe the gray, slender and sharp 
buds along the twigs, arranged in spiral form. These hold 
next spring’s leaves. 

Their colors are kaleidoscopic. Buds of a shadbush are 
rich brown red, fringed with silver hairs. Sweet gum buds 
’ are highly polished mahogany red, broad at the base and j 
tapering sharply. Buds of red maples are crimson trident, i 
v and note how all maple buds are grouped in threes at the 
end of each twig, with the tallest one in the center. 

A willow bud is half an inch long, tapering gradually 
to a rounded tip. Pussy willow buds are blue black mottled 
with red at the top; swamp willows have an orange hue, 
black willow buds are glossy, wine red. 

White oak buds end in blunt ovals and are clustered at 
the tip of a twig. The horse chestnut boasts a big end bud, ; 
too. Cut one open and inside will be arranged overlapping 
f groups of leaves, folded like a pleated dress, curved and 
' pressed together. 

All buds are arranged according to the spiral pattern 
of a tree and sealed with water-proof wax, or covered with 
fur-like hair. Apple buds seem woolly. Aspen and horse 
. chestnut buds are coated with sticky resin. Those of a 

• Balm of Gilead seem to have just come dripping from a glue 

• PQt. 

Next spring this wax will melt and each little leaf and 
flower petal will come mardhing out of the bud in geometric 
design, like a West Point cadet on parade. 

It’s a real adventure to get acquainted with these mira- 
. clee-in-the-making in winter time.

News from the State House 


By HELEN R. RING 


The second session of the 156th 
General Court convened last 
Wednesday. Governor Paul A. 
Dever started the session by 
reading his message to a joint 
session of House and Senate. 
There were many surprises in 
his message. He said that the 
1950 program could be carried 
out without any new taxes this 
year. The following are the pro- 
posals the Governor made in his 
message: a revision of state 
law particularly a sharp cur- 
tailment of the courts' jurisdic- 
tion in public utility rate cases; 
urged establishment of new state 
authorities to promote a steel 
industry in Massachusetts; devel- 
opment of recreational facilities; 
$100 million bond issue for high- 
ways; broader powers for Dr. 
Miriam Van Waters, Superinten- 
dent of the Framingham Reform- 
atory for Women; cash sickness 
benefit fund; new and revitalized 
commission on Necessities of 
Life and New England Develop- 
ment Authority that will save 
millions of dollars for the con- 
suming public; anti-labor injunc- 
tion disputes; desirability of an 
abandoned property law (this 
bill was heard in the House be- 
fore the Committee on Ways 
and Means on Monday Jan. 9th). 
He called for the repeal of the 
taxes on cigars and tobacco, 
pointing out that he did not pro- 
pose it and it is undesirable. 
He asked that the repeal be con- 
tingent on passage of an aban- 
doned property law that would 
authorize the state to take* all 
unclaimed property within the 
fourteen years. The law should 
include unclaimed dividends and 
profits, debts and interest, de- 
posits, unearned portions of pre- 
miums of insurance policies and 
property left unclaimed for a 
period of 14 years. He asked for 
a steel mill’be established In the 
Commonwealth. On Education 
he asked for generous appro- 
priations for scholarships to cov- 
er all or part of expenses attend- 
ing higher institutions of learn- 
ing. Scholarships to be awarded 
strictly on merit. Mental Health: 
higher pay for mental health 
doctors and experts; an increase 
benefit for old age assistance if 
the Federal Government reduces 
eligibility age from 65 to 60. 
The Governor made no specific 
recommendation about the Port 
of Boston. A special commission 
has been appointed to make a 
study. Much mirth and laughter 
was heard from the members 
when the Governor said "I make 
no recommendations at this 
time for legislation which will 


affect the Metropolitan transit. 
Authority." This threw a bomb-, 
shell right back to Senator Sum- 
ner Whittier, Everetti Republl* 
can, Governor Dever’s severest 
critic on the MTA. He asked 
that hospital facilities be estab- 
lished for female veterans both 
at the soldiers home in Chelsea 
and the new home in Holyoke. 
A seventy-five, cent wage law. 

• Last’ but hot least, asked for es- 
tablishment of an authority an<J 
appropriation that is necessary 
to create a Civilian Defense. 

Senator . Harris Richardson, 
Winchester, Republican, Presi- 
dent of the Senate this year gave 
his message In a ten point plan. 
Several of his plans were sim- 
ilar to the Governor’s. He asked 
for strict economy, lower taxes; 
house-clean state sendees; watch 
the MTA steel plant; and cheap- 
er power. Senator Richardson 
upon assuming office he immed- 
iately organized a GOP commit- 
tee. Sen. Richard H. Lee of New- 
ton was appointed to serve on 
the eleven man committee. This 
committee determines the policy 
making of . the GOP during the 
legislative sessions. 

Speaking before the Commit- 
tee on Old Age and Pensions, 
Rep. Howard Whitmore, Jr., 
Newton, called for the repeal of 
the $4.00 "leisure time" pay to 
the aged. The $4.00 was approv- 
ed in 1949 in the last days of the 
session. To pay this $4.00 a tax 
was placed on cigars and tobac- 
co. There were strong objections 
by the cigar and tobacco men 
and a march upon the State 
House was made to object strong- 
ly to this tax. Governor Dever 
promised to repeal it this year. 
Rep. Whitmore stated that "I 
think it is agaiiist the spirit of 
the law. It is doubtful if we get 
the money. I hope this bill is 
repealed.*" To date the tax on 
cigars and tobacco has not been 
collected and the cities and 
towns are paying out this $4.00 
in anticipation of receiving it 
from the State. Charles C. O’Don- 
nelL President of the Society for 
Old Age Pensions said the mon- 
ey was needed by every old age 
assistance recipient, and if bill 
is repealed it will show a lack 
of human kindness. A bill to 
change the name from "leisure 
time" to "extraordinary expens- 
es” was filed by. Rep. Louis Lobel, 
Brighton, Republican. Rep. Lobel 
said there was top much unjust 
criticism, "you can call it any- 
thing you, want but change the 
name". 

An order was presented in the 
House by Republican Floor lead-

er on Monday to abolislTthe 396 
jobs in the State service that 
Governor Devpr asked In his 
budget last year. There was 
much repartee b*t4vec?n’. bbth 
parties. Rep. Murphy, Malden, 
Democratic’ Floor leader strong- 
ly opposed this order. Hfe ac- 
cused Rep. Gibbons of j>e tty 
politics, and that Rep. Gibbons 
did not oppose the budget. Rep. 
Gibbons replied hotly that ,we 
are not going to tax the people 
for unnecessary positions. We 
should have a survey to deter- 
mine whether these positions are 
necessary. On roll call a two- 
thirds vote is needed. The order 
was ' defeated. It was resumed 
again on Tuesday and kilWd in 
the House.

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make distribution of any and 
all funds on hand at once. The 
combined effort of Newton offi- 
cials, with the officials of other 
cities and towns, carried far 
greater weight in the larger dis- 
tribution of these funds than 
any pressure that the Taxpay- 
ers group could possibly bring. 

"As a matter of fact, the meet- 
ing of a group of Mayors, in- 
cluding Mayor Lockwood, ^with 
Governor Dever and Commis- 
sioner Long, was the determin- 
ing factor in getting this greater 
distribution of State funds start- 
ed. After the ball started roll- 
ing, the Taxpayers group ap- 
peared on the scene so that they 
might be in position to get a 
share of the glory. 

Commissioner Long could not 
have made the extra distribu- 
tion of these funds in 1949 if 
the sixty million dollar limit in- 
cluded in previous budgets for 
distributable funds on insistence 
of the Taxpayers group had 
been in force. 

"This distribution clears all 
the reserves from the books of 
the State, and only a normal 
distribution of Income and Cor- 
poration taxes may be expected 
in the year 1950.’’ 

Deploring what he termed the 
"woeful result of misinforma- 
tion or ignorance of affairs at 
the state level" exhibited by 
City Treasurer Wchie Whitman’s 
recent blast at the newsletter, 
Lorenz F. Muther Jr., executive 
secretary of the Newton Tax- 
payers Association Wednesday 
categorically denied that the 
Newton Taxpayers’ Association 
was claiming undue credit for 
the two windfalls totalling 
$750,000 which Newton received 
from the State in 1949. He also 
reaffirmed that the bonanza was 
due largely to the work of or- 
ganized taxpayers. 

Presenting a detailed record 
of the events leading up to 
Newton’s receipt of the unpre- 
cedented windfalls, Muther Aited 
the case as a practical result 
of cooperation between the Tax- 
payers’ Federation and State 
officials and expressed the hope 
that a similar relationship 
might be developed in Newton 
between the city government 
and the local Taxpayers’ Asso- 
ciation. Mr. Muther’s statement 
follows: 

"City Treasurer Whitman’s re- 
cent release concerning the 


newsletter, ‘Your Holiday Gift 
to Your City’ issued lately by 
the Newton Taxpayers’ Associa- 
tion, shows a woeful result of 
misinformation or ignorance of 
affairs at the state level which 
we hope is not shared by too 
many of our other city officials. 

"Since organized taxpayers re- 
ly on the facts, we present the 
record in detail later in these 
remarks. 

"Mr. Whitman’s statement 
that 'the newsletter . . . claimed 
full credit’ on behalf of the New- 
ton Taxpayers’ Association for 
the extra $750,000 recently dis- 
tributed to the city is demon- 
strably untrue inasmuch as even 
a casual reading of our news- 
letter to our members will show 
that it spoke only of ‘the Tax- 
payers’ Federation, of which you 
are a part through your mem- 
bership in the Newton Associa- 
tion." The newsletter then prop- 
erly used ‘we’ throughout, for 
indeed the local Associations 
contribute to the support of the 
Federation and the Newton lo- 
cal is an essential unit among 
the 200 locals in Massachusetts 
which make up the organized 
Taxpayers’ movement here. 
Each of our members is a part 
of the Federation and helps in 
some measure to maintain the 
research staff which made the 
$750,000 bonanza possible in the 
first place. We wish Mr. Whit- 
man would join the local asso- 
ciation and thus help us to be- 
come even more effective. 

"We are happy to find Mr. 
Whitman informed enough to 
be in agreement with us and 
our newsletter on one point— 
namely, that only a normal dis- 
tribution may be expected in 
1950. And, as we stressed in 
our newsletter, it is ouh hope 
that in spite of early indica- 
tions to the contrary, Newton 
will not splurge on recurring 
expenditures this year just be- 
cause the city has received two 
windfalls, due in good measure 
to the efforts of alert and or- 
ganized Taxpayers. 

"A review of the actual record 
of events ‘as presented herewith 
disposes of the remainder of Mr. 
Whitman’s release, whether it 
relates to timing, place, effec- 
tiveness or what not. 

"Let us now look at the rec- 
ord. 

"On February 8, 1949, a pri- 
vate supper meeting was held 
in the Parker House between 
representatives of the Taxpay- 
ers’ Federation and 17 out of 
22 members of the Joint Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means. At

this meeting a Federation re- 
port revealing the possibility of 
extra distributions to the cities 
and towns from the state-col- 
lected income and corporation 
taxes was presented. It is im- 
portant to stress that this was 
the first definite knowledge 
which these legislators had of 
the existence of extra balances 
— the proof of which had been 
provided by the Taxpayers’ re- 
search department. A copy of 
this key report is on file in the 
Newton Association’s office. The 
bill for the supper is in the Fed- 
eration’s files. 

"On February 9, 1949 the Gov 
ernor received the report. It 
was the Governor’s first specific 
knowledge of the facts, leading 
ultimately to the record-break- 
ing distribution. If Mr. Whit- 
man doubts this he can check 
with the Governor or Tax Com- 
missioner Long who quickly was 
alerted. 

"During the same day, the 
Federation’s staff contacted im- 
portant municipal executives 
such as Mayor Harriman of New 
Bedford, City Manager Atkin- 
son of Cambridge, and represen- 
tive Selectmen, requesting their 
assistance in demanding extra 
distributions. We also released 
the story to the press. 

"On February 10, 1949, follow- 
ing the publication of the Tax- 
payers’ demands, a delegation 
of Mayors and Selectmen, head- 
ed by Mayor Harriman and ac- 
companied by Tax Commission- 
er Long was received by the 
Governor. After this meeting 
the Governor announced that 
Long would distribute an extra 
$5.7 million— although the Fed- 
eration had shown that a higher 
rate of distribution, at least at 
a level of $13 million extra, 
would be possible not only in 
1949 but in succeeding years. 

"Newton’s share of the $5.7 
million was $149,625. 

"On February 14, 1949, since 
the Governor at that time would 
not go above the $5.7 million 
figure, the Federation renewed 
the pressure. We wrote a bill, 
introduced on the 15th by Sen- 
ator Mahar of Orange, which 
would force a larger distribu- 
tion. This legislation was ably 
supported by the Newton dele- 
gation as well as the Mayors’ 
Club, Selectmen's Association 
and others, but failed to pass. 

"Thus the importance of the 
mid-February resolution of the 
Newton Board of Aldermen, the 
later meetings of the Mayors 
with the Governor and the ac- 
tivities referred to by Mr. Whit- 
man fall into their proper per- 
spective. They were of help in 
focusing public opinion, and we 
are very glad of the help they 
gave — due acknowledgment of 
which was made in our news- 
letter— but there was no imme- 
diate result. 

"The principal reason for the 
failure of the legislation, aside 


from the fact that the Governor 
did not want his budget in- 
creased by a mandatory dis- 
tribution figure, was that the 
Governor was not yet convinced 
that the taxpayers really were 
right. Long was claiming that 
he did not have any such money 
left. 

"The argument between the 
Taxpayers’ Federation and Long 
as to the existence of the extra 
balances continued into the early 
summer. It is worthwhile to 
note that during this period, 
Ivong always referred to the 
Taxpayers’ Federation - and to 
I no other group— as being re- 
sponsible for claiming what he 
contended were non-existent 
amounts. This situation was 
readily apparent to the news- 
papers reporting the progress 
of the issue, as a review of the 
editorials and news reports on 
j the activities both of Long and 
the Taxpayers will quickly con- 
firm. During this period also 
the contacts of the Federation 
with key legislators and with 
the Governor cannot be min- 
imized. 

The final clincher was a se- 
ries of questions as to the status 
of the income and corporation 
tax accounts, prepared by the 
Taxpayers’ Federation with the 
answers left blank. A legisla- 
tor prevailed upon Long to an- 
swer the questionnaire and his 
answers were found to be in 
substantial agreement with the 
Federation’s claim. 

"It was a copy of that ques- 
tionnaire, answered and signed 
by Long, and a photostat of 
which is in the Federation’s 
files, which when placed in the 
hands of the Governor at a con- 
ference with Federation officials, 
provided the factual basis for 
the final distribution and con- 
vinced the Governor that it 
j should be made. • 

"It was, $22 million more was 
distributed and Newton received 
a further payment of over $608,- 
000 just before Thanksgiving. 

“Let no one mistake the claim 
I of the organized Taxpayers. It 
I is founded on the facts. We do 
not act officially in the govern- 
ment. But this case is a good 
example of how fact finding 
coupled with the cooperation of 
officials can result in benefits to 
every taxpayer in the Common- 
wealth. We hope that some day 
the Newton city government will 
find it possible to allow an alert 
and independent group of citi- 
zens to cooperate more closely 
here at home."

So far, it has been a compara- 
tively mild winter. But sports- 
men’s groups who don’t want to 
be compared to the hind-sighted 
lad who locked the barn door 
after his horse was stolen should 
have their winter gamebird 
feeding programs underway 
now. 

This reminder comes from 
Bill Sheldon, chairman of the 
upland game committee of the 
Massachusetts Fish and Game 
Association, who points out that 
while winter feeding is only of 
value in very severe emergen- 
cies, a little of it is necessary’ 
before the emergency arrives in 
order that the birds or animals 
being fed will know where to 
look for their “handouts” when 
their regular sources of food 
are denied to them. 

Wildlife researchers’ studies, 
and just plain common sense, 
should convince anyone that the 
feeding shelters patronized by 
game birds in the comparatively 
mild early stages of the winter 
months are the ones which will 
pay the sportsmen the greatest 
returns in game birds saved 
from starvation during the em- 
ergency period when, as, and if 
one arrives. 

Feeding stations are of great- 
est service when they are lo- 
cated in sheltered locations in 
natural habitat. Pheasants, for 
instance, tend to concentrate for 
the winter near cattail marshes 
or brushy swamps. Pheasant 
feeding stations, therefore, 
should be located near this type 
of cover and so placed that pre- 
dation on concentrations of 
birds is kept to a minimum. 

Quail are partial to brush 
heaps. Sheldon suggests that 
brush heaps elevated two feet 
above the ground on a loose 
platform of poles provide winter 
shelter for these and other game 
birds. He will be glad to furnish 
more detailed information on the 
establishment and maintenance 
of feeding stations to anyone 
interested. Just write to him, 
care of the Mass.

FIELD NOTES 

New England’s legislative as- 
semblies are convening for their 
1950 law-making sessions this 
w’eek and the Fish and Game As- 
sociation takes this opportunity 
to remind all of them that any 
conservation plan that fails to 
pay serious attention to the 
landowner is grievously handi- 
capped. 

For the bulk of our people, 
the key to outdoor recreation is 
held by the farmer. He is the 
custodian of the Commonwealth's 
wildlife resources, albeit some- 
times an unwilling one because 
he has come to regard wildlife 
as a nuisance that attracts un- 
desirable strangers to his fields. 
All too often, drastic trespass 
laws, the closing of entire town- 
ships to hunting, and extensive 
posting of farm lands has been 
his answer to the problem in- 
herited when the game rights of 
the Crown were shifted to “the 
Sovereign People'* in America’s 
adaptation of English law. 

Cooperation projects initiated 
by sportsmen and aided by the 
States to increase the game sup- 
ply on farm lands are beginning 
to show results now. Up to now. 
few farmers have made any ser- 
ious effort to make money out i 
of the wildlife on their acres. 
If more farmers could be induced 
to regard game as a profitable 
crop and if the State could con- 
trol the terms by which the 
privilege of hunting was offered 
to the public, it is likely that 
more sport for more hunters at 
less cost would be the result. 

Rearing game birds and plant 
ing them on selected covers 
pleases some hunters and is re- 
garded good window dressing 
for a state game department, 
but “put and take” hunting 
doesn’t mean much in the over- 
all long range program of restor 
ation because our available cov 


er already holds about all th* 
small game it can support. 

It would probably be far more 
beneficial to all concerned If we 
could increase the amount of 
food, shelter, breeding and es- 
cape cover on our farms. Im- 
proving the game supply could 
be reduced to the simple ques- 
tion of “how much acreage” we 
have to work with. 

Nine foxes to the square mile! 
That was the altogether amaz- 
ing population density of foxes 
in one central New York town- 
ship last year. How could they 
tell? Rabies in foxes has been 
a serious problem in New York 
throughout the past several 
years. Last year, state rabies 
control trappers caught 360 foxes 
in one 40 square mile township 
in the course of nine months 
trapping. Figure it out for your- 
self. Nine to the square mile.

Rev. Richard P. McClintock,

The 1950 Plymouth car, with 
important styling changes and 
Improvements for safety and 
riding comfort, went on display 
throughout Newton this Thurs- 
day at the showrooms of C. S.

There are new lines in the 
silhouette which give the new 
Plymouth a longer, lower, more 
streamlined appearance. The 
changes are readily apparent 
whether viewed from front, rear, 
or side. 

Rear fenders, which are bolted 
on for economical removal In 
case repairs are necessary, have 
been restyled and lengthened. 
A larger rear window bn club 
coupes and four-door sedans, 
slightly greater over-all width, 
and alterations on the rear deck 
provide a longer, heavier, road- 
hugging appearance for all 
models. The grille has been 
simplified and made more mas- 
sive. It consists of two large 
horizontal bars with a curved- 
down top member and a single 
vertical bar at the center. Above 
the grille the Plymouth name 
plate appears in larger block let- 
ters, and a bigger, more colorful 
medallion has been placed over 
the name plate. 

Described as "Packed with 
value and ready to prove it," the 
new Plymouth was characterized 
by D. S. Eddins, president of 
Plymouth, as “The greatest car 
value we have ever offered the 
public." 

"When we speak of value,” 
Eddins said, "we mean that we 
have combined beauty with sen- 
sible styling, that we have 
achieved big-car performance 
with small-car economy, and that 
the mechanical excellence of 
which we have always been 
proud has maintained its high 
level." 

The front and rear tread have 
been increased, a factor which 
increases stability, eases tire 
loading stress on curves, and 
enhances the car's general ap- 
pearance.

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Route and Bus Schedule 
Changes Are Announced 


In order to avoid the heavy 
traffic in Newton Centre square, | 
the Middlesex and Boston Street 
Railway Co. has announced that 
a change in route and schedule 
has been established between 
Newtonville square, Newton 
Centre and Thompsonville. 

Under the new schedule the 
buses will go through Newton 
square only once on the return 
trip in Newtonville, instead of 
twice, as heretofore. It is es- 
timated the new route will save 
three minutes in travelling time.

Winter isn’t over yet, by any means. But it is January, 
and Groundhog Day is going to be her before you know it. 
Then February will fray away into March. And the Jan- 
uary that should have started off snowbound started off 
with a burst of 60-degree weather. 

Those who know the elderly character best say now 
that he is about to lock up his house and take a trip. He 
wants to get away from this awful winter, they say. He 
talks of going to northern Canada.

Appeal Board Upholds 
Apartment Permit Refusal 


It has been announced that 
the Newton Board of Appeals 
has upheld the decision of build- 
ing commissioner Arthur Camp- 
bell in refusing to grant a permit 
to the H & M Construction Com- 
pany, Jamaica Plain, for a gar- 
den-type apartment development 
on Charlesbank road, Newton. 

The board’s decision stated: 

“After discussion and due con- 
sideration, the Board affirms the 
refusal of the building commis- 
sioner to grant the permits re- 
quested for the reason that the 
plans of the proposed building 
are in violation of the building 
code ordinance.” The board of 
appeals consists of C. Adrian 
Sawyer, Jr., chairman; Augustus 
L. Wakefield and Lucius E. 
Thayer. 

The construction company was 
denied a building permit by Com- 
missioner Campbell because the 
specifications did not comply 
with the building code of the 
city. The company in its appli- 


cation made November 28 sought 
to construct four buildings, two 
with four apartments each, and 
two with ten apartments each, 
making a total of twenty-eight 
dwelling units. 

Refusal to grant the permit 
was because the foundation walls 
on the specifications were not 
thick enough, the outside walls 
were not solid masonry, parti- 
tions between the apartment 
basements were not solid 
masonry, partitions between the 
apartments were not solid 
masonry, furnace flues were not 
large enough, kitchens were not 
the required area, the rooms were 
not high enough, and the outside 
doors opened inward instead of 
out.

The end of 
World War II found Lowell train- 
ing French pilots for DeGaulle’s 
Air Force, instructing them in 
the handling of B-25 Mitchell 
Bombers. 

In May 1946, he was called 
back into the Air Force for spe- 
cial service, and made a flight 
around the world with Assistant 
Secretary of War lor Air Stuart 
Symington. The color film he 
made on this flight includes Ha- 
waii, and on to the Marshall 
Islands, for the atomic bomb 
tests; the Philippines for the cel- 
ebration of the birth of the new- 
est nation; the Marianas, the 
Ryukyus, Japan, China, Siam, 
India, North Africa, Greece, Italy 
and the return flight from Europe 
to America. 

In 1947 he spent the summer in 
Turkey with Max Thornburg who 


headed an economic survey for 
the 20th Century Fund. Under 
such Important auspices Mr. 
Thomas had an enviable oppor- 
tunity to observe practically all 
aspects of Turkish Life — econo- 
mics, education, religion, the 
press, as well as the tremendous- 
ly interesting scenic features of 
the country.

Serving as guest chaplain in 
the House of Representatives 
on Monday, Rev. Billy Graham 
of Minneapolis, Minnesota, gave 
the opening prayer. He stressed 
strongly “that the legislators 
have a tremendous responsibil- 
ity as law makers.” He said, 
“help us not be politicians only, 
but to be statesmen who stand 
for something.” 

Rep. Charles Gibbons, of 
Stoneham, Republican floor lead- 
er, filed a petition in the House 
to investigate the laws and reg- 
ulations governing the opera- 
tion, safety, over-loading, rates, 
and speeding of commercial mo- 
tor vehicles. A long and lengthy 
debate lasting more than an 
hour ended in the admission of 
the petition to the Committee 
on Highways and Motor Vehi- 
cles. Rep. Robert Murphy, Mal- 
den, Democratic floor leader, 
took the floor under the right 
of “personal privilege” to throw 
back accusations aimed at him 
by Rep. Gibbons— each accusing 
the other of obstructing the 
passage of the petition and each 
was crusading for labor and 
playing to the visitors in the 
gallery (truckmen and truck 
drivers filled half the gallery). 
Rep. Gibbons said “that he had 
no interest in the gentlemen 
sitting in the gallery, a man 
had been killed by a truck on 
the highway (two weeks ago a 
state police officer was killed on 
the Newburyport turnpike by a 
gravel truck) and I am fight- 
ing only for their benefit.” Rep. 
Murphy replied, “he too was 
just as anxious to see justice 
done.” 

The attack made by the Mas- 
sachusetts Taxpayers Associa- 
tion upon legislators’ absentee- 
ism was unjustifiably made 
against two legislators, Rep. 
Sears of Haverhill and Rep. 
John S. Whittemore of Newton. 
Both are patients in the hos- 
pital. No doubt there are many 
legislators who do not care a 
hoot whether they attend or not 
because as they say "I did not 
care to come here, the city com- 
mittee pushed me into it.” Well, 
that is a serious statement to 
make and voters who do not 
vote in primaries have no kick 
coming for poor government. 
The voter who does not vote in 
the primaries and election is 
shirking the first duty as a cit- 
izen. It permits the nomina- 
tion and election of “poor type" 
candidates who will fail to 
carry out the wishes of the ma- 
jority of the electorate. Many 
a visitor to the State Legisla- 
ture has remarked the discour- 
tesy of the members laughing 
and talking out loud when one 
of their members is on the floor 
speaking. This of course does 
not bring dignity and grace to 
our State. The failure of mem- 
bers to attend sessions and be 
recorded on important issues of 
public interest shows lack of 
responsibility of his office. That

A call for action on the part of 
local PTA’s throughout Newton 
concerning the bill on federal aid 
to education was urged by the 
Legislative Committee of the 
PTA Council at its January board 
meeting. The committee distri- 
buted a digest of the bill which 
has been prepared by the Newton 
Teachers’ Federation, a list of 
the men in Washington interest- 
ed in this legislation, and the 
names of their representatives in 
Congress. The request was made 
that a discussion of this bill be 
made by each PTA and that, 
wherever the membership sees 
fit, letters be sent to Washington 
urging support. 

The bill, number S246, would 
give federal aid to the states, 
partciularly those in greatest 
need, in order to provide educa- 
tion for all children and to 
equalize educational opportuni- 
ties. It explicitly provides that 
educational policies will remain 
in the hands of the States and 
their localities. The report was 
made by Mrs. Clarence Taylor, 
Horace-Mann School, chairman 
of the Legislative Committee.

Newton Chapter of the Ameri- 
can Red Cross announces a new 
course available to the women of 
Newton, a course leading to mem- 
bership in the Red Cross Can- 
teen. 

This training is a far cry from 
the twenty hours required Jn 
war-time, plus twenty more of 
Nutrition. National Red Cross 
has recently prepared a stream- 
lined series of lessons covering 
only twelve hours, but packed 
full of practical help. 

Newton Chapter is one ot the 
tirst in this area to offer the new 
course. It is designed to prepare 
those who take it not only to 
serve Red Cross but to entertain 
more easily at home and assist 
more efficiently in any larger 
feeding projects at churches or 
clubs; It also instructs in mass 
feeding problems in time of dis- 
aster through demonstration as 
well as actual practice. 

The Canteen itself is far from 
idle. Requests come from Cush- 
ing Veterans Administration Hos- 
pital at Framingham to supply 
refreshments for evening parties 
or for Sunday teas. The Blood 
Program requires considerable 
numbers to provide snacks for 
the donors and meals for the pro- 
fessional staff. One day a month 
a unit will be serving at the new 
Regional Blood Centre in Boston, 
this in addition to the fourteen 
day visits of the Bloodmobilo to 
Newton in 1950. Then there are 
occasional luncheons or teas to 
be put on for groups at the Chap- 
ter House .

After suffering four consecu- 
tive defeats in as many starts, 
the Newton High hockey squad 
qualified for the win column by 
defeating a winlcv Belmont sex- 
tet 4-1 at the Boston Arena in 
the fifth G.B.I. League meeting. 
Newton’s first victory of the sea- 
son was at the expense of the 
o^ly team which has yet to win 
a game this year, and who last 
week shared the cellar with the 
locals with a four-game losing 
streak. 

Coach Jack Hail’s lads were 
due to break the discouraging 
pattern of losses, after some early 
season near-misses with Rindge 
and Stcnehani. The Hall’s were 
just edged out in those tilts, 6-5 
and 4-3, respectively, but were 
decidedly owned by Arlington, 
5-1, and Melrose, 3-1. 

The Orange win was impressive 
from start to finsh, and individu- 
al honors go to Doug Evens, 
who accounted for two tallies, 
and Bob Thompson and Doug 
Manchester, who each registered 
one apiece. Manchester came in 
for an assist on the Thompson 
goal, which occurred late in the 
first period. 

The lone Belmont goal was 
one of hose flukes that now-and- 
then happen, and net-tender 
Feeley must be still curious as 
to how the elusive puck got past 
him. 

It took only five minutes for 
the Halls to penetrate the op- 
position’s defenses, which proved 
to be porous to later Newton at- 
tacks.

Nursing their one point edge, 
the Halls tightened their defenses 
in the middle session and waited 
for a break. The Frank Bennett- 
coached BoFhiont squad hammer- 
ed away at the Orange net, but 
were denied any flirthcr hand- 
outs. 

Late in the period, Doug Evens 
tallied his first goal of the af- 
ternoon in a mad scramble in 
front of the Belmont cage, with 
everyone taking mighty swipes 
at the puck.

Newton Hoopsters Handed 
Second Defeat of Season 


In a preliminary game of the 
Celtic’s basketball program at 
the Boston Garden last Friday 
night, the Newton High hoop- 
sters were handed their second 
defeat of the season, this one by 
arch rival Waltham High, 47-40. 
It was the Watch Citians fifth 
straight triumph over the Orange 
in three years of league play, 
and the loss leaves Reginald 
Smith’s boys with a record of two 
victories and two defeats thus 
far in Suburban League stand- 
ings. 

The Smiths, regardless of their 
set-back, turned in one of their 
best efforts this year behind the 
clever ball-handling of high 
scoring, light forward Henry Me- 
Quecney, who poured in a total 
of 16 points, four via the foul 
line route. Center Burt Peck 
chipped in with eight markers to 
place second in the scoring de- 
partment. 

Waltham took an early lead in 
the first quarter and held their 
advantage throughout the entire 
contest, except for a momentary 
surge by the locals in the third 
session, when they went ahead, 
24-23. But other than that, the 
Orange lagged in the scoring, 
yet turning in some gallant plays 
in an effort to put a damper on 
the Waltham attack.

under the basket spin-in, and a 
well-timed back hander by Me- 
Queeney. 

This lead was short-lived when 
Bob McCue flipped in a field goal 
after a foul shot by right guard 
Bob Quinlan of Newton, making 
the score 25-all. Both clubs bat- 
tled for the edge but were snarl- 
ed in a 27-27 tie late in the third 
session, this being broken by 
Waltham’s McCue on a bucket 
lay-up. Progress was slow and 
precarious, but the Quinns grad- 
ually forged ahead, this time 
holding their lead the rest of the 
game. The third quarter ended 
when Henry O’Hara, smallest lad 
in the Watch Citians aggrega- 
tion at 5-3, found the range from 
the corner giving the Crimson a 
34-30 margin. 

The Quinns out-pointed the 
Orange in the last frame, 13-10, 
and sparked by diminutive 
O’Hara, who looped in two more 
tallies, kept the locals at bay 
while posting a healthy edge of 
seven points.

Our Lady’s High could not 
seem to find the range last Sun- 
day afternoon, and as a result 
was blanked by Christopher Co- 
lumbus, 1-0, at the Boston Arena 
in the Catholic Hockey League.

The Newton Teachers Feder- 
ation last Friday presented Dr. 
Andrew Holt, president of the 
National Education Association, 
as a guest speaker at a meet- 
ing in the high school audi- 
torium. Dr. Holt’s subject was 
“How to Raise Your Salary 
$1000 a Year.” 

Dr. Holt told the teachers of 
Newton that they must do two 
things if they wished to secure 
salary increases: (1) work in 
their local, state, and national 
education associations, and (2) 
work at their job of teaching 
school. 

In developing his first point, 
Dr. Holt stated, “You do not 
need to twist anybody’s arm in 
order to secure adequate sup- 
port for education. All you 
need to do is tell the people 
what is happening to their chil- 
dren, and they will do the 
rest.” 

He recommended that local 
education associations organize: 

(1) a research committee to se- 
cure fpets and figures concern- 
ing actual school conditions; 

(2) a publicity committee to 
utilize the press, radio, and va- 
rious lay organizations to ac- 
quaint the public with the facts 
concerning school conditions 
which have been found to ex- 
ist; and (3) a candidates com- 
mittee to seek the support of 
a progressive school program 
from all candidates for public 
office. 

“There is more public interest 
in education today than ever 
before in our history, due large- 
ly to the fact that our state and 
national professional organiza- 
tions have done a magnificent 
job of acquainting the public 
with school conditions,” he 
stated. 

In developing his second 
point, Dr. Holt said, “No matter 
how many propaganda leaflets 
we publish, beautiful speeches 
we say, or fine resolutions we 
have our P.T.A. organizations 
adopt, in the final analysis, the 
doctor, lawyer, and merchant In 
your community will make up 
his mind on your salary in- 


crease on the basis of one thing: 
What kind of job you are do- 
ing of teaching his child.” 

Platform guests for the occa- 
sion were Mayor Theodore Lock- 
wood, Miss Grace Buxton, pres- 
ident of the Massachusetts 
Teachers Federation; Miss Jo- 
anna Connell, vice president of 
the NEA; Mr. Everett McIn- 
tosh, state director of the NEA; 
Mr. Hugh Nixon, executive sec- 
retary of the MTF; Mr. George 
Roller, president of the Newton 
Parent-Teacher Association 
Council, and Dr. James B. Pal- 
mer, chairman of the Newton 
School Committee. Mr. Freder- 
ick O. Holmes, president of the 
Newton Teachers Federation, 
presided.

cently to aid in the housing em- 
ergency the law permits liberal 
abuse, disturbing undermining 
of present high standards and a 
dangerous trend in the usurpa- 
tion authority, which local group 
of citizens in the Oak Hill sec- 
tion of the city are attempting to 
check. 

Backed by homeowners and in- 
dividuals long prominent in the 
affairs of the Oak Hill District 
Improvement Association who 
feel that corrective legislation 
should protect every community 
ir. the Commonwealth, have filed 
through Representatives Rawson 
and Whitmore, House Bills 885 
and 886, now being agitated at 
the State House, which seek to 
restore to cities and towns their 
authority over materials aid 
methods of building construc- 
tion and over the issuance of 
building permits. Aroused by 
several areas in which houses 
were being erected under this 
authority, out of conformity to 
the Newton Building Code, steps 
have been taken to bring the mat- 
ter before the Supreme Judicial 
Court before further inroads are 
made in the breach of standards 
recagnized as suitable and desir- 
able for any community. 

A hearing on these House Bills 
has already been held but there 
is y£t time for interested citizens 
to contact their representatives

City Government 

The Newton License Commission 

By Roy V. Collins, Chairman 

Another in a series of feature articles presented by The 
Graphic as a public service to better acquaint the etiizens of 
Newton with their city government. 

Probably it would be best in 


telling of the License Commission 
to cover the description in four 
parts, namely: 

1. The origin and life of the 
License Commission. 

2. The personnel of the Com- 
mission. 

3. The duties and activities of 
the Commission. 

4. The expenses and resources 
of the Commission. 

Upon the repeal of the Eigh- 
teenth Amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the United States, 
(the Prohibition Amendment), 
the Massachusetts Legislature 
adopted Chapter 120, An Act 
authorizing and Regulating the 
Manufacture. Transportation and 
Sale of Wines and Malt Bever- 
ages, in the year 1933. This Act 
permitted the sale of beverages 
with an alcoholic content of 3.2 
per cent, light wines and beer, 
for sale in restaurants, clubs and 
retail stores. On April 18, 1933, 
Mayor Sinclair Weeks, under the 
provision of Chapter 120, Acts & 
Resolves of 1933, decided that 
license for the sale of wine and 
malt beverages shall be given in 
the City of Newton, and appoint- 
ed a Licensing Commission con- 
sisting of William T. Glidden, Jr., 
of West Newton, Chairman, Ber- 
nard L. Gorfinkle of Chestnut 
Hill, and A. Leslie Moriarty of 
West Newton. 

First Appointed in 1933 
The first meeting of the new- 
ly formed Commission was held 
on April 18, 1933, and it was 
voted that temporary licenses be 
issued expiring June 30. 1933, to 
Clubs, Restaurants and Retail- 
ers. Temporary licenses were is- 
sued on April 21, 1933 and be- 
tween that date and May 3, sixty- 
seven (67) licenses for the sale 
of 3.2 per cent wine and malt bev- 
erages were issued to restaurants 
and retailers, with a charge of 
Fifty ($50) Dollars for each 
license. 

On June 13, 1933, a special elec- 
tion was held to determine 
whether or not the citizens of 
Newton were in favor of continu- 
ing the sale of 3.2 per cent wines 
and malt beverages. The vote was 
in favor. Soon after this election 
and up to October 23, 1933, 

sixty-four (64) licenses were is- 
sued consisting of 29 retail store 
licenses, 28 restaurant, 6 club, 
and one fraternal club license. 

In order to give the voters of 
the City of Newton a full and 
fair opportunity to express their 
views on the sale of alcoholic 
beverages of all kinds in the City 
of Newton, Mayor Weeks, acting 
under the provisions of Section 1 
of Chapter 373, Acts and Resolves 
of Massachusetts 1933, caused to 
be placed on the official ballot 
for the regular municipal elec- 
tion, December 12, 1933, the fol- 
lowing questions: in accordance 
with the provisions of Section 1 
of Chapter 373: 

SECTION 1: If the mayor of 
a city which holds its annual or 
biennial municipal election at 
any time hereafter in the current 
year so orders, there shall be 
placed on the official ballot to be 
used at such election the follow- 
ing questions: — 

1. Shall licenses be grant- 
ed in this city for the sale 
therein of all alcoholic bev- YES 
erages (whiskey, rum, 

gin, malt beverages, NO 
(wines and all other alco- 
holic beverages! 

2. Shall licenses be grant- 
ed in this city for the sale 
therein of wines and malt YES

(c) If he desires to prohibit the 
sale of any and all alcoholic 
beverages herein, he will vote 
“NO" on both questions. 

"Wet” First Time in 90 Years 
The citizens of Newton voted 
in favor of both questions which 
permitted the sale of all kinds of 
alcoholic beverages in restau- 
rants, clubs, and retail stores, at 
the discretion of the License Com- 
mission. This was a record, for 
it was the first time in Ninety 
Years that the City voted for 
licenses. Therefore, under the 
provisions of Chapter 376. Sec- 
tion 4, Mayor Weeks appointed a 
License Commission consisting 
of t.\ree members, one of whom 
was appointed Chairman. On De- 
cember 30. 1933, the first “full 
strength" liquor licenses were is- 
sued and up to December 31, 1933, 
filty-five (55) licenses were is- 
sued. However, the citizens of 
Newton did not long approve the 
sale of all alcoholic beverages 
licenses for. while licenses for 
wine and malt ‘beverages were 
continued, yet in 1936, 38 and 40, 
licenses for the sale of all kinds 
of alcoholic beverages were voted 
out. In 1942, licenses for the sale 
of all kinds of alcoholic bever- 
ages were again voted in and 
have been in every state election 
since that time. 

QUESTION: 1 think the 
citizens of Newton would be 
interested to know something 
about who has served on the 
Commission, so will you tell 
us something about the person- 
nel? 

ANSWER: The Commission 
consists of an executive secre- 
taiy and three conmissioners, 
each having been appointed by 
the Mayor for six years. Miss 
Mary Mulligan has been the 
executive secretary during the 
entire existence of the Newton 
License Commission. 

The first commissioners were 
William T. Glidden, Jr., Chair- 
man; Bernard L. Gorfinkle, and 
A. Leslie Moriarty. Mr. Glidden 


served from 1933 until 1941 when 
he resigned. Mr. Gorfinkle re- 
signed in 1931, and Mr. Moriarty 
si rved until 1945. Upon the resig- 
nation of Mr. Gorfinkle, Hon. 
John V’. Spalding. Justice of the 
Massachusetts Supreme Court 
was appointed. Upon the resigna- 
tion of Commissioner Glidden in 
1941. Mayor Paul M. Goddard 
appointed Roy V. Collins to take 
his place, and Judge Spalding 
was appointed Chairman. Upon 
being appointed judge, Hon. John 
V. Spalding resigned on May 5, 
1942 and Neil Leonard, Esq., was 
appointed in his place, and I was 
appointed chairman. Upon the 
retirement of Mr. Moriarty in 
1945, Frederick J. Fessenden, Jr„ 
was appointed in his place by 
Mayor Goddard. Commissioner 
Leonard resigned in 1945 and on 
October 16, 1945, Mayor Goddard 
appointed Carl F. Sehipper, Esq., 
to take his place. Commissioner 
Sehipper resigned in 1948 and 
on June 15, 1948, Mayor Theodore 
R. Lockwood appointed Matt B. 
Jones, Jr., to take his place. In 
1949. Commissioner Jones re- 
signed and on May 13, 1949, 

Mayor Lockwood appointed 
David Greer, Esq., to take his 
place. The Commission now* con- 
sists of Roy V. Collins, Chairman. 
Frederick J. Fessenden, Jr,, and 
David Greer, Esq. Miss Mulligan 
is a full time civil service em- 
ployee and receives a regular 
salary, but the License Commis- 
sioners, like many other Newton 
public officials, serve without 
compensation merely to render 
public service. In addition to the 
executive secretary and the three 
commissioners, the Commission 
delegates its authority to a num- 
ber of police officers. 

QUESTION: Briefly, what 
are the duties and activities of 
the License Commission? 

ANSWER: The License Com- 
missioners are appointed by the 
Mayor but are State officials and, 
while appointed by the Mayor, 
cannot be removed by him ex- 
cept under certain conditions. A 
commissioner can be removed 
only under charges. These 
charges are heard by the Mayor 
and the Mayor can render his de- 
cision in accordance with the evi- 
dence produced. This decision can 
ho appealed to the courts. The 
Commission has the issuing of 
all ocmnion victualler licenses 
and all liquor licenses. Licenses 
for liquor to be consumed on the 
premises can only be issued to 
those having common victualler 
. licenses. The Commission has the 
right to issue local regulations 
for the City of Newton and have 
issued the ones they deem neces- 
sary for our type city. They 
have the right to enter all 
licensed premises and inspect all 
parts of the same at an time. The 


police who have been given the 
authority by us can do the same 
and they inspect all licensed 
premises and report to the Com- 
mission on the same monthly. 
In addition, the Commissioners 
make several inspections each 
year. In cases of violations of the 
law or our regulations, upon 
complaint, the commission gives 
the licensee a hearing where 
legal evidence must be produced. 
The Commission determines 
whether or not the charge is sus- 
tained and if it is, the Commis- 
sion determines the punishment 
which usually consists of suspen- 
sion “of the license for a period of 
time. In some cases the licenses 
have been revoked. The Commis- 
sion’s decision on liquor licenses 
can be appealed to the State 
Alcoholic Beverages Control 
Commission, while our action 
on common victualler licenses can 
only be appealed to Jhe courts, 
which is a difficult matter. 

QUESTION: In these times 
of high tnxes, the citizens are 
particularly interested In fi- 
nances. Is your CommLsion in- 
sofar as finances are concern- 
ed, an asset or a liability to 
the city? 

ANSWER: The only sums paid 
out for our Commission, are the 
secretary’s salary, and small 
items such as printing and office 
supplies. 

At the present time the fees for 
licenses are as follows: 

Package Store, All Kinds of 
Alcoholic Beverages. $1000. 

Package Store, Wine and Malt, 
$300. 

druggist, All Kinds of Al- 
coh^ic Beverages, $300.

In 1948 our total revenue was 
$42,956, and the total revenue 
collected to date by this Commis- 
sion is approximately $606,- 
694.75, so it can be sure that this 
department is financially a ma- 
terial asset each year to the 
City. 

QUESTION: As Newton has 
only allowed liquor licenses In 


comparatively recent years, 
can you tell us whether or not 
the citizens, ns a whole, are 
satisfied with the operation of 
these licenses and whether or 
not the liquor licensed estab- 
lishments have been law nbltl- 
Ing? 

ANSWER: The citizens, as a 
whole, we believe, are satisfied 
with the operation of these licen- 
ses which is shown by the fact 
that they continue to vote them 
in at the elections semi-annually. 
In order to keep these establish- 
ments of the proper kind, we in- 
vestigate most carefully the his- 
tory of applicants and where 
their past records have been un- 
satisfactory, we refuse these 
licenses, and this has occurred 
in many instances. The type of 
license which we believe would be 
the least desirable is the tavern 
license for this type is for purely 
a liquor drinking establishment 
for men only, and no common 
victualler license is required. In 
other words, it is practically an 
old fashioned saloon. Taverns 
have never been allowed In the 
city. 

As a whole, the establishments 
having liquor licenses have been 
a law abiding group. During the 
eight and one-half years that I 
have been a member of the New- 
ton License Commission, there 
has been but one instance of an 
infraction of the law by any of 
the package stores. Among the 
restaurants having liquor licens- 
es, there have been about three 
or four violations a year and 
these are confined to a very few 
restaurants, some of them having 
had more than one violation 
through the years. Where viola- 
tions of the law occur repeated- 
ly, the Board, after hearing, re- 
vokes the license, and this has 
occurred in two instances since 
I have been a member of the 
Commission. 

Legal Evidence Necessary 
Some of our citizens do not 
understand that we are unable 
to punish a license holder unless 
we have legal evidenec of a vio- 
lation of the law or of our regula- 
tions. In other words, it is neces- 
sary that a person who has ac- 
tually witnessed the violation ap- 
pear at the hearing and give 
testimony of the violation. The 
accused has a right to be repre- 
sented by counsel, and the hear- 
ing is conducted similar to court 
procedure. Fairly frequently, a 
citizen will report that he saw 
an intoxicated person coming out 
of a licensed establishment and 
feels there is evidence of law 
violation by that establishment, 
as it is against the law to sell 
liquor to an intoxicated person. 
However, this is not evidence of 
a violation of the law. In many 
instances, the intoxicated one

Finally, in justice to the res- 
taurants having alcdholic bev- 
erage licenses, I would say that 
the great majority of them have 
never been guilty of violating the 
law or any of our regulations.

A memorial service was held 
at the Newton Cemetery Chapel 
January 19 for Miss Isabel Law- 
rence Strong, who died at her 
home in Winter Park, Fla., on 
January 10 in her 81st year. 

Miss Strong was the daugh- 
ter of William Chamberlain 
Strong and Mary Jane (Davis) 
Strong. She was born in Brigh- 
ton on February 2, 1869. Her fa- 
ther was .the leading spirit in 
establishing the village of Wa- 
ban, settling in that locality in 
1875. Miss Strong attended 
Smith, Radcliffe and Rollins col- 
leges. She then graduated from 
the Massachusetts General Hos- 
pital and the following year 
from the Queen Charlotte Lying- 
In Hospital in London, England. 
For six years she was instructor 
of attendants for the Massachu- 
setts Emergency and Hygienic 
Association of Boston, later be- 
coming superintendent of the 
District Nursing Association of 
Columbus, Ohio. Then followed 
a distinguished career in her 
chosen field in Washington, D. C. 
In 1944 she published the town 
history “Waban, Early Days” as 
a memorial for her father and 
also established the William 
Chamberlain Strong Memorial 
Fund for books for the Waban 
Library. 

For some years she had divid- 
ed her time between Winter 
Park, Fla., and her summer home 
at Deer Isle, Me., stopping in Bos- 
ton and vicinity on her way in 
the spring and fall. An earlier 
service was held in Winter Park 
on January 12.
